W. &. Dwinnell. of Mianeapolis, Min.. 
a prominent attorney-at-law of that city 
and at one time a member of the State Le- 
gislature, returned south Thursday after a 
tew days in the district. Mr. Dwiunell, 
who is a capitalist of no small extent has 
heavy interests in the district and is mak- 
ing still further mvestments. He has con- 
siderable property in the Vermillion dis- 
trict but his heaviest investments are in the 
lumbering industry in conneceion with 
which he holds licenses for eight timber 
berths in the district. Before returning 
Mr. Dwinnell purchased from Donald Ross 
$2,000 site for a saw mill on the bank at 
the southern end of the bridge. The site 
comprises ten and a half acres and extends 
from the bridge to Mill Creek with a front- 
age on the river. It is Mr. Dwinnell’s in- 
tention to erect a large saw mill at some- 
time in the near future. 
—The wood butialo of the north conutry, 
the sole remaining remnants of .the buffalo 
family not in captivity, are becoming rapidly 
extinct according to a well known northern 
trader now in Edmonton. The haunts of the 
wood buffalo lie two days travel from Fors 
Smith. For a number of years past the 
wood buffalo have been protected by legisla- 
tion prohibiting them being taken or kille1- 
On the Ist of January, 1802, this protec. 
tion expires. Notwithstanidng this attempt 
by the government to prevent the extinction 
of the animals, the trader referred to was of 
the opinion that they would be extinct in 
few years anyway. ‘‘There is not an animay 
in the herds,” he said, ‘‘ that is under three 
years of age. The reason of this is that the 
wolves follow the bands day and night and 
kill the calves. I have been told this by 
all the Indians who came in from the buffalo 
country. There are only some three hundred 
buffalo left now and their range is in a coun- 
try of about 200 miles in extent.” Asked 
for a suggetion as to how their complete ex- 
tinction might be prevented he said that the 
only thing in reason he could suggest would 
be the offering of a large bounty ior the 


wolves.

The station grounds 
have been laid out and the location of 
the station fixed. The station will be 
oa the easi side of Second street, on 
the flat, immediately at the foot of 
the hill. The tracks wiil bq south of 
the station, so that the road) from 
town will not cross the track, in reach- 
ing the seat‘on A new grade will 
have to be made down First street 
from the bench on which D, Ross’ 
dwelling is situated, to the flat; and 
ihence along the base of the Lill north 
of the track to Second sireet. . It 
would, be a convenience if it were con- 
tinued on to meet Hardisty avenne. 
There will be two sidings paralle} with 
ihe main track on ‘ts south side. The 
inner one will pe the through siding 
and the outer—42 feet from. the: main 
track—ihe siding upon which sites will 
be provided for elevators. North{ of 
ithe track adjoining the proposed main 
read to the station will be two spur 
cidings for unloading of car lotd by 
teams. The through traffic, and ele_ 
vator sidings give 1,200 feet of room, 
and extend diagenally , from First 
street to Third street, - exiending 
across both. Next season the Dowling 
mill will have a switch from, the sta- 
tion grounds along Hardisty avenue, 
on which the mill is situated. Situated 
on the flat as the station is swiiches 
can be extended in any. direction‘at) a 
minimum expenee, as required by the 
erection of warehouses or industrial 
enterprises of any sort. A temporary 
“y” will probably be put in south of 
ibe station. 

From the north end of the bridge 
to the commencement of the sidings 
is 1,320 feet, and in that distance is 
a rise of 16 feet. The sidingd are of 
course on a level. Beyond the track 
begins to gradually climb the hill at 
one and a quarter per cent? grade, 
passing to the north ef W. Easton’s 
luce. It has been located to the 
gravel pit sou‘ of the H. B. Fort. It 
is expectea that gravel will be taken 
from there for the ballast required on 
ihe exfension. Beyond the gravel pit 
ibe line has not been run, but it ‘is 
expected that it will rise to’ the level 
place aboat, Mr. Graai’s house 
at the west end of town, or a little 
fbevond.

Work will be com- 
pletec on this section this week, ready 
ior the ties and rails. 

At the bank of the Little Mill Creek 
the descent to Lhe bridge and; con- 
sequentiy the beavy work commences. 
The direction, which! from, leaving the 
Cc & KE. has been due east is now 
morthwesterly to the bridge, fellow- 
ing first the course of the Little Mill 
Creek for a short distance: and then 
the Big Mill Creek. The’ first mile 
after entering tha valley af dhe creek 
is the heaviest work, and best shows 
ihe intention of the company in regard 
io the extension. In following the 
windings of the creek valiey they have 
spared no expense to secure the eas- 
iest grade and the least curvature. The 
work is consequently far heavier than 
an ordivary observer would have sup- 
posed necessary, or than wuld have 
been necessary had the company not 
intended this piece: of road ta form a 
part of their through line. 

On entering the Little Mill Creek 
valley on its west bank the first work 
is the diversion of tha creek to keep 
it away from the west benk, where 
a fill of 21 feet in height has been 
put in. Immediately following the 
fill is a cut through’ a point 450 feet 
long by 14 feet deep.. This brings the 
road to the crossing of the Little Mill 
Creek {by abridge 30 feet high andj 135 
feet long, Next, is a cut through the 
point between the two creeks, 16 feei 
deep and i150 feet long. The bridge 
across jhe Big Mill Creek toi its east 
side is 38 feet high and 220 feet long. 
The bridges have not been put in but 
ihe grade is completed to this cross- 
ing. Beyond the Big Mill Creek is a 
cut 500 feet long and 21 feet deep. The 
roact allowance from Strathcona east- 
ward is then crossed with two small 
cuts and the creek is crossed to its 
west side by a bridge 151 feet Jong 
and 47 feet high. Them follows a cut 
800 feet long and 26 feet deep. Then 
a fill 500 feet long and, 16 feet high. 
Then a cut 500 feet long and 37 feet 
deep. This brings the track to the 
road allowance just north cf Brack- 
man-Ker’s hog ranch in the creek vai- 
ley. Next comes a cut 300 feet long 
and 21 feet deep, a mile and a quarter 
from the bridge across the Saskatche_ 
wan. Next is a diversion of the creek 
and a cut’ 40 feet deep on one side 
io pass a cut bank, JAt Vogel's 
slaughter house is a cul 350 feet long 
and 20 feet deep. Next a fill 21 feet 
high and 45 feet long. Then follows 
a short stretch of side hill work. 
Then = fill 16 feet high and. 250 feet 
long, then a cut 400 feet, long and 23 
feet deep through the point upon 
which the road to Strathcona makes 
its first considerable 1ise. The cut 
will be immediately east af the road. 
Then comes a fiil 15 feet high and, 250 
icet jong.

The maximum grade is one per cent, 
and although there is considerable cur- 
vaiure it has been kept within the lim- 
its aliowed on railways of the first 
class.

DEVELOPMENT IN THE YUKON. 

Late newspapers from Dawson show 
that the Yukon council, at a meeting 
eacly in July, passed the budget for the 
year ending June 30, 1902. The appro- 
priations amount to $470,800 and in 
addition the sum of $137,000 was voied 
for certain expenses of the Territor- 
ial government for the year which has 
just elapsed. It i= of interest to note 
the objects for which money has been 
appropriated, Of the latter sum near 
ly half, or $63,900, was for reads, brid 
ges and pullic works, while $25,000 
more was for the territorial medical 
board of health, and $14,800 for schools. 
In the appropriations for the current 
year’s roads, b-idges apd public works 
account for $100,000; the fire depart- 
ments are votel $85,000;. the mainten_ 
ance, clearing awd lighting of streets, 
$80,000, scSools, $71,200, and hospitals 
and charity, $38,000. It will be seen 
that one-third of tho expenditure will 
be for public works, mainly of a na- 
ture to improve the means of com- 
mnunication, aud that ‘nearly a quar- 
ter will be for education, and relief, 
while nearly a third goes for municipal 
services of a description which are 
keenly needed. Steps have been taken 
to incorporate Dawson, giving it a 
simple form of town government, and 
a variety of other ordinances have been 
considered, ‘ucluding one dealing with 
the question of miners’ liens. A fore- 
cast of the road-buiiding operations of 
ihe year has been made public by Com- 
missioner Ross, and the work will be 
pushed with vigor, so as to make the 
most of the advantage of the summer 
weather.
